Asked to come to 
Brainerd by his friend. Joseph Rubin. 
he wan glad to speak here, for Brain­ 
erd had been brotherly enough to 
send a delegation of 700 or more to 
Bt. Paul at the time of the Outdoor 
Carnival. 
“Organization is 
splendid in a 
way.” said the speaker, “ but coop­ 
eration is also needed. 
Harmony and 
unity are needed to make a success of 
any organization. 
With all Its o r ­ 
ganization the St. Paul sports car­ 
nival* would have been no success 
were it not for the enthusiasm of the 
individual clubs. 
“ Those who devote their greatest 
effort* to a club reap the greatest 
benefits. 
Ninety live percent of the 
business of the country is done on 
credit. 
Demands for retail credits 
are crowing. 
Almost every one on 
a salary feels he is entitled to cred­ 
its/M 
He spoke of legislation 
desired, 
one bill being to have removals re­ 
ported to the city clerk by the ex­ 
pressman. 
He believed in close col­ 
lections. 
If stores had terms, they 
should live up to them. 
The trouble 
with some business men was they did 
not inquire into the standing of an 
applicant for credit, they simply 
thought knowing the man was suf­ 
ficient. 
In the old days of strenuous compe­ 
tition. one merchant would not greet 
another on the street. 
Now 
they 
cooperated 
through credit 
associa­ 
tions and a bad credit risk becomes 
known to all. not through sad ex­ 
perience. but through the informa­ 
tion bureau of the credit association. 
In smaller stores the m atter of giv­ 
ing credit rested In no particular 
hands. 
Clerk, cashier or proprietor 
extended It. 
Sometimes not even a 
question was asked. 
What was need­ 
ed was the investigation of applica­ 
tions for credit, facts 
not 
blind 
guesses. 
The wholesaler wants references 
and statements of thfc actual standing 
af an applicant. 
The retailer was en­ 
titled to .ask the same question from 
a customer wishing credit. 
The av­ 
erage small grocer takes a shot or 
a chance and frequently loses, 
Like the darkey who could not stop 
his horse and told his fare to jump. 
so with the merchant whose credit 
accounts led him a lively chase to 
make both ends meet. 
The St. Paul credit association was 
formed ten years ago. 
Mr. 
Koch 
stated he had be# n benefited much in 
his conference with the Brainerd sec­ 
retary, A. L. Hoffman; and the Brain­ 
erd method of doing business, of col­ 
lections. reports, etc., received praise 
from Mr. Koch. 
In St. Paul merchants had to com­ 
bat the evil of bad checks. Lists were 
compiled of those whose checks came 
back, “ no funds.” 
They also issued 
monthly lists of slow pay and u n ­ 
desirable accounts. 
He said the Brainerd secretary had 
some job looking over so many slow 
accounts and attending to collections 
too 
Merchant*, if they had terms, 
should live up to them. 
Every member of the St. Paul As­ 
sociation received a metal tag which 
wax posted in a conspicuous place 
and an applicant for credit, 
who 
might have deluded one store, saw
